Proceedings and Incidents in the Chinese

Ohiagok at 10:45 this morning, placing Lena 
Lee, a colored girl, on the stand.

Judge Love Remands the Hall Case to the 
State Court. 
By Telegraph to the Poer-Disr Aron. 


Groeltz, transferred from the district court at 
Burlington to the United States court, Judge 
Love to-day remanded it back to the state 
court, following the decision of Judge Brewer 
ma similar case in Kansas.

The Greeks Prepared for an Attack by Tur- 


Special the Post-Dispatch, 

Lonpos, January 25.—The reply of the Greek 
government to Salisbury's note, as antici- 
pated, was a polite, but absolutely firm re- 
fusal to alter its course of action, expressing 
great regret and saying that Greece had only 
been too anxious for so long 
as the treaties remained inviolable. 
All parties in Greece are now 
unanimous, and nothing but the most vigor- 
ous measures by England, for instance the 
immediate blockade of the Piraeus, will stop 
the coming war. I am in a position to state 
this on best authority. Greece would begin by 
seizing all the islands of the Gulf of Smyrna 
and Gallipoli, landing troops behind the 
Turkish force. My informant ridiculed 
the idea that the Turks could carry the 
frontier position defended by Greece. He 
said that the Turks were excellent in posi- 
tions like Pleyna, but no good at assaults. In 
conclusion he said: ‘‘Let me assure you, in 
the most caudid and solemn manner, that we 
are not acting the braggart. We expect to 
fight, and if this comes, depend upon it, we 
shall ight most desperately.’’ 

The Daily News, in a leader, which the gos- 
sips say John Morely wrote, speaks of Salis- 
bury’s cowardly menace toGreece. The En- 
glish attitude depends upon provincial opin- 
ion, chiefly in the north. This is not yet 
Labouchere denounces the Greek 
action regarding it, doubtless from a finan- 
cial point of view. 


Sensation in Athens.

The Thunderer and Miss Cleveland’s Book, 
From the London Times. 

The recent publication of a volume of essays 
by Miss Oleveland,, sister of the American 
president, naturally excited much interest in 
the United States. These essays are now be- 
fore us in their English dress, under the title 
of ‘‘George Eliot’s Poetry and Other Studies.’’ 
Miss Cleveland is far from being a deep and 
subtle thinker, but her sketches prove that 
she possesses the love of letters and history. 
as well as an average power of expressing her 
views thereon. I there is now and then a 
feminine positiveness in her judgments, we 
must condone it on the ground of her enthu- 
siasm. The essays furnish pleasant reading 
enough, but scarcely more. Miss 
Cleveland is extremely fond of quotations from 
the poets, but that is no reason why in a com- 
paratively small volume a quotation from Long · 
fellow should appear three times (see pages 
47, 8 and 95), with a serious difference be- 
tween two of the versions. The inaccuracy of 
one passage, quoted from Shakspeare ig al- 
most heartrending. The author gives it as fol - 
lows: All the world's a stage, and men and 
women are the actors.” As though Shakspeare 
could have written the halting and unpoetical 
phrase printed in italics. There are se- 
eral fairly interesting historical essays—stud- 
ies in the middle ages—but Miss COleveland’s 
style is not one that will be appreciated by
